From 
then on it was up to the company commanders to grant furlough for men 
to go home or grunt furlough in cube of death. 

Q If a furlough was granted by higher headquarters could the 
company commander refuse to grant it and disapprove of it? 

It 
happened frequently that recommendations for furlough—applications for 
furlough—were sent by relatives of men to the cosuoander himself, and 
that the commander would grant these furloughs without the concent of 
the company commander. 

Q What group of officers performed the duty of officer of the 

day? 

A The leaders of the security service were the corpany commanders 
and platoon leaders of the guard companies up until about Uarch or 
April of 1943* From then on noncommissioned officers took over the 
duties of leaders of the security eervice because no higher leaders 
were available anymore. 

Q Were you ever an officer of the day of the guard? 

A Tee, about every seven days. 

Q Did theas companies march on guard as a unit or was the guard 
made up of details from each one of the companies? 

A The guard wae taken from one company* 

Q Ae officer of the day hoe often did you inspect your guard? 

A According to a schedule issued by the commander, respectively, 
adjutant, the guard was checked during 24 hours.

A Until the middle of December.

DR. W ACKER t The witness has identified No. 43 as 

Schwarz. 

QUEST 101.5 T5Y DR. -.VACKiRl 

Q What were your dutios in Hersbruok? 

A I took oare of the telephone and did clerical work 
in the clerk’s office of tho commando leader. 

Q Please desoribe the building, the space in it and 
who wa8 in there. 

A ‘That was the National Wort Darra c ks in Hersbruok and 
the guards had their quarters there and there were also 
admlnb tratlve officers there. 

Q In what office did you work? 

A I worked on the ground floor with the window faolng 
the camp square. 

Q Who else worked in this offioe? 

A The 1 ader of the commando. Whenever he was there 
he would sit in there. He wasn’t there all the time. 

Q What special duties did you have? 

A When the mail arrived e’ther I or the work detail 
leader would open up the mall, and I had to see to it that 
the mail would be distributed. And when written work would 


come back I had to see tc it that they were signed and then 


I had to send them on, 
(Lenz-dlreot) 


either with mail or with a messenger. 
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4 You said that the commando loader aat In the same 
offlee. Whom do you moan by "commando leader"? 

A At first, Forst r, and then Schwarz. 

4 Aft r Schwarz had taken ov r the commando from 
Forster, did any change take place In the leadership of 
the camp? 

A l must tell you that that was such a fundamental 
change that you cannot Bay it with a few words. 

(i Pastor, we don’t want any details about what happened 
during the time of Forster, but please touch very briefly 
upon the difi’orences in leadership when Forster was there and 
when Schwarz was there, 

A The attitude which Forster took towards human beings 
as a whole and especially towards human beings there, behind 
tho barbed wire, was entirely different from the attitude 
Schwarz had, Forster had four years with the SS and all he 
saw when he looked at these people were numbers. He didn't 
even see that, he hardly ever spoke. He was a man who was 
compl tely closed up with himself and we could see by every 
move that he made that he had a bad conscience. And whenever 
he said anything, all he said were negative expressions, 

Q Were people beaten when Forster was there? 

A When >ore ter whs there? Of course, 

<4 How was it when Solr*&rz was there? 

A People were still beaten when Schwarz was there but 
that was entirely different because when Forster was there 
Forster himself beat people, and so when Forster was there, 
anyone else who wanted to beat could go ahead and beat. 

How was it when Sohwarz was there? 


(Lenz-direct) 
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A Schwarz naver beat anyone. I don’t baae that only 
on what I my*elf aaw, whioh wus limited, but alao upon the 
talk whioh went around among the prisoners and among the 
people. 

q Do you know anything about the order a whioh Sehwarz 
gave out In regard to beating? 

A I oai ’t remember anything pertloular but I oan give 
you some examples. 

<4 Let me ask It this way* When he waa there waa beating

allowed or not? 

A It was forbidden. 

Q What kind of examplea oan you give? 

A I remember two exam-lea. I could dig out aome more 
for you but I know two very distinctly. One day, at the 
entrance to tho camp, three prisoners were aubjeoted to 
ohleanery, and beaten. I threw open the window as I often 
did in auoh eaaea when I notload that, and must say here 
that whenever any mistreatment went on I never kept quiet* 

I shouted out of the window to stop this beating. "You know 
that aeoordlng to oamp regulations beating la forbidden." 

They obeyed that although I noticed they laughed at me. I 
looked out of the window later on and I aaw that a guard, 
an elderly gentleman, waa making this gesture, (indicating) 

1 opened up the window again and looked out, and I saw 
that the beating was presumably being continued behind the 
partition of the Work Commitment Office. During the time 
wnen I stopped looking out of the window, turned around, and 
looked baok into the interior of the office, Schwarz had 
entered the office. I discussed thla incident with 

(Lenz-direct) 
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Mr. Schwarz hero. Mr. Schwarz cannot remember the dotal Is 
as well os 1 can. I have them all very distinctly In my 
memory. I had somethin?' in my hand, something or other. 

In my excitement T threw whatever I hod in ny hand, a pleoe 
of paper or something, on the next desk and I stamped on the 
ground v/ 4 th my foot end I said, "I won’t do anymore work 
here because people are being beaten," I must add something 
here. When tho Waffen Sfl took over, that was retroactive 
back to the 1st of September, I put in a protest to Koegel, 
the commandant of Flossenburgj PorRter, the adjutant of 
Flossenburg, Baumgartner, and othere wore present* At 
that time Schwarz wasn’t there yet. In the course of this 
argument where I said that I didn’t want to be treated any 
differently from my follow pastors who didn’t belong to the 
SS, I was told I would not be compelled to do anything 
aga nst my conscience. 

<4 Pastor, please toll us, as briefly as possible, 
what Schwarz did in regard to th 4 s beating? 

A That is why I made this rebellion in the offioe. I 
war protesting aga 4 nst the beating, 

si What did Schwarz do? ' 

A I reme*ber it exactly, how it occurred* He made a 
gesture like this (indicating) "For Ood’s sake, tell me this." 
si Ahat did he mean by that? 

A He meant that I should tell him when anyone was beaten*

1 1 remember It in acourate 
detail, whether someone was directly punished for that sort 
of thing.

A Thay were oases which Were eo severe, bo big, they 
couldn’t be taken care of by the leader of the company, 

Q Ahom do you wean when you Bay "oompany leader”?

Q Please describe what kind of cases they were? 

A There was a sergeant of the S3, I don’t know hJs 
name anymore, a guard, had beaton a prisoner with the butt 
of bis rifle so severely that he died, I don’t know whether 
he died on the spot and was carried In as dead or whether 
he was carried in as wounded and died later. At any rate 
he was dead afterward, Schwarz reported this sergeant of 
the SS to Flossenburg for punishment and aent along a rAnort 
of the incident. 

Is that the only case you know about? 

a 1 remember another incident trhioh took place just 
about th» same period of time. A guard had broken the 
rusro bone, buttocks bone, of a prisoner beoause the prisoner 
had refused to giv6 him cigarettes the guard had asked for, 

U What happened in- this case? 

A Schwarz re orted that also, to Flossenburg. 

H Pastor, those are • savors cases, Weren't lighter 
eases reported to Mr. Sohwarz in regard to beatings? 

A That's probably the case. I can't remember them 
very well, though, because only the more sev re oases'remain 
in your memory. 

Q Please tell ne what you oersonally had to do with these 
more severe cases, 

A 1 had to write the dictation, as I said, the reports 
which were going to Plossenbur?, 
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Q Did you know about any can s of boating in the camp 
of Hersbruck? 

A Of course, when Forster was there, and when Sohwars 
was there these things which I've Just discussed occurred 
outside of the camp. It could have happened, I can't 
remember anymore so accurately* 

Q What was the cause of the differences between the 
per*od of time when Forster was there and the period of time 
when Schwarz was there.

A The muddy camp and the muddy roll call square was 
done away with by putting In a layer of gravel and sand ‘ 
and perhaps this work had already begun when Forster 
was there but they weren't able to earry it out beoause they 
had a laok of material and there weren't enough transporta¬ 
tion means at their disposal*- And Sohwars took a great 
deal of trouble In order to make these works go on*- I 
know he took a great deal of Interest In construction work** 

I knew that beoause of telephone conversations whloh I 
overheard and discussions which I overheard in the office, 
which I didn't take part In, and 1 know that this state of 
muddiness in camp was done away with** For example, I 
noticed that when the others started off to work In the 
morning they would have to go tlirou^i this mud and the 
whole day long they would have to walk around with dirty,• 
wet, feet and that, of course, was the reason for many 
sicknesses. When they got rid of this muddy oondltlon, at 
any rate, they helped to keep the feet dry, they did away 
with wet feet to some extent* 

Q What other measures did Schware take? 

A There was one thing whloh at the beginning was very 
difficult* That Is, whenever a prisoner was missing, when¬ 
ever the roll cell didn't Jibe, all the prisoners had to 
fall In at the roll call square and they did that In order to 
fill In the complete oemp strength, and I had the Impression 
that many of these roll oalls lasted too long because the 
people Involved had too little experience In that regard* 


( L ena-direot) 
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Schwarz intervened there against that and demanded, which 
also became the case, that thev-: roll calls be carried out 
in the shortest possible ti?e and thoy were carried out at 
the end very short* ' In the beginning of the time I could 
tell*by looking out of the window of my office where I was 
working when the prisoners came back from the work, they 
were very tired and had to stand a long time on the roll oall 
square, exposed to any weather and storms, so that entire 
blocks would either lie down on the ground or fall down on 

i 

the ground. 

Q How was that carried out when Schwarz was in the 
saddle? 

A That worked out very well. Ha saw to it that the 
roll calls were carried out very briefly, in the shortest 
period of time, so that the people could get to bed^ early. 
That w s the main catch. The . eople didn't get any sleep 
before. I believe that most of the prisoners, I'm not sure 
but I believe that more than half of them, had to get up for 
the morning shift at 3*30 in the morn*ng.

A Hr* Schwarz assisted us greatly. 

Q How many doctors wore there? 

A There was a medical captain from the Luftwaffe air forces 
and I as his assistant and outside of thatthere were several prison 
doctors. Each ward had a prisoner doctor. The ward for interior 
diseases had a doctor. The surgical ward had several doctors. 

Q What was the reason for the cases of death in Hersbruck? 

A The reason was that many camps from the east were evacuated* 
that these people were shipped in these camps and that their health — 
those who had been evacuated —> was very bad' and that they were in a 
very bad condition. 

Q Whut could Sc Invars as camp commander do to avoid these cases 
of death? 

A For one thing he gave us the necessary space so that we eould 

' take care of tho sick. That is to say he put ono-third of tho whole 
camp at our disposal which was then converted Into a hospital.
